TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
Two strategic Guatemalan 
ports were reported in the hands 
of invading anti-Communist “lib­ 
eration arm y” forces today. 
Local informants of the libera­ 
tion army identified the two ports 
as Puerto Barrios on the Caribbean 
and San Jose on the Pacific. 
The army, under command of 
former Guatemalan army Lt. Col. 
Carlos Castillo Armas, said two in­ 
land towns also may be in control 
of the invaders. 
These towns were identified as 
Zacapa, which lies near the Hon­ 
duras border between Puerto Bar­ 
rio and Guatemala City, and the 
smaller town of Retalhuleu, in the 
southwest corner of the country 
near the Mexican border. 
The informants said, however, 
that if the Guatemalan army has 
sent reinforcements into San Jose 
and Puerto Barrios the invaders 
I may have been pushed back from 
J initial gains. But, they added, no 
'setbacks thus far have been re­ 
ported.

To Get Peace 
Patrol Request 


West Big 3 Agree To 
Thialaml Bid Over 
Veto Bv Russians 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. IEl — I 
The Western B i g Three w e r e 
agreed today that Thailand s So­ 
viet-vetoed request for a Southeast; 
Asia peace patrol should go to the 
U. N. General Assembly. T h e y 
were still studying the problem of 
how to get it there, and w h e n . 
The request, designed to k e e p j 
the Indochina war from spreading! 
westward into Thailand, failed in: 
the Security Council yesterday be­ 
cause of the Soviet Union s veto. 
The vote was 9-1 with Lebanon 
abstaining. 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. of the 
United States told t h e 
Council, 
“Thank Heaven, we can still go 
on to the Assembly.” Later, after 
private conferences with British, 
French and Thai representatives, 
he told reporters, “We are all in 
favor of calling the Assembly, but 
just exactly when and how is sub­ 
ject to consultation between t h e 
countries.” 
Thanat Khoman, Thailand’s act­ 
ing perm anent representative to 
the U. N., said earlier his govern­ 
m ent would request Assembly con­ 
sideration of its request—but, he 
added, “ whether in a special ses­ 
sion o r a resumed session we w ill 
have to study.” 
The 60-nation assembly since last 
Dec. 9 has been 
in recess on the 
Korean peace question, subject to 
recall by m ajority consent. U. N. 
observers said this circumstance 
left three alternatives open to gov­ 
ernm ents interested in the 
Thai 
plea: 
1 To resum e the 1953 session 
with Korea on the agenda a n d 
add the Thai request to that agen­ 
da, or substitute it for Korea. 
2 To resum e that session a n d 
adjourn it immediately, 
clearing 
the board for a special session, 
which would then be called under 
the general rules by majority con­ 
sent. 
3 To wait until the next regular 
Assembly session starts Sept. 21.

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A Lesson In Self-Government 
The curtain has been rung down on the Armv- 
M cCarthy hearings—television’s biggest show 
since Sen. K efauver’s com m ittee investigated 
organized crim e in New York City four years 
ago. 
In due course, the “judges”—the m em bers of 
the investigating subcom m ittee, four Republi­ 
can and three D em ocratic senators—will m ake 
a report. This m ay take a good bit of tim e. 
The report m ay prove to be an anti-clim ax aft­ 
er the sensation created by the televised hear­ 
ings. 
The heat generated by the controversies set 
aflam e during the hearings will subside. The 
issues will be all but forgotten. 
There is little likelihood that a clear-cut “ ver­ 
d ict” will be reached on the two fundam ental 
questions: 
1. Did Sen. M cCarthy and his staff assistants 
try to get special favors for Pvt. G. David 
Schine? 
2. Did the Arm y try to use Schine to m ake 
M cCarthy and his aides lay off an investigation 
of subversives at Ft. Monmouth, N. J.? 
E ditorialists and com m entators are geared to 
flail the air for days to come, to com plain that 
the hearings w ere a waste of tim e and money, 
to fret about the “ dam age” done to the Repub­ 
lican party, the D em ocratic party. President 
Eisenhow er, the Army, the august U. S. Senate 
and Am erican prestige in world affairs. 
M ost of w hat they say will be hollow verbi­ 
age. Their words will leave millions of news­ 
paper readers, radio listeners and television 
view ers stone-cold. 
The people of the United States in this in­ 
stance know as much about w hat went on dur­ 
ing the hearings as the com m entators know. 
Thanks to television, the people saw and heard 
all that was done and said. They expressed 
their own opinions from day to day and from 
hour to hour. 
All in all, it was a great show. The antics of 
the law yers w ere entertaining. The dram a of 
the debate and the verbal fencing of the wit­ 
nesses were exciting. 
W don’t guarantee this, but it m ight just 
be that this show was less a w aste of tim e and 
money, less dam aging all around, than the 
com m entators think it was. 
We are inclined to go along with Sen. Mundt, 
the acting chairm an of the subcom m ittee. He 
thinks a great m any A m ericans who hadn’t 
thought 
about 
governm ent 
since they 
were 
school kids now have a better idea of its com­ 
plexities and the vital im portance of settling 
clashes with words instead of pistols. 
All is not sw eetness and light in W ashington. 
Plotting and confusion do exist. 
But on the other hand, secrets finally come 
out and our Am erican system of balanced pow­ 
e r keeps working. We have no dictatorship. 
None could get a foothold in a country w here 
m en can challenge and be challenged. 
Finally and m ost im portant is an im pression 
that out of this cleansing of the air in W ash­ 
ington there is going to come a renew ed and 
unified effort to guard Am erica against the kind 
of Com munist infiltration that has been uncov­ 
ered in oyr governm ent and m ust be brought 
to light w herever it is found. 


Premier Brings Own Noose 
While no one but a Frenchm an even pre­ 
tends to understand French politics — and m ost 
Frenchm en have given up in despair — the 
pledge of the new prem ier. 
P ierre Mendes- 
F rance, to resign if he has not stopped the 
Indochina w ar by July 20 is a puzzler. 
It is as though he had taken responsibility 
for organizing 
a 
governm ent 
with

noose 
around his political neck. 
His political opponents, the Indochinese, or 
even the Red Chinese have only to spring 
the trap and he will be left dangling in his 
own prom ise. 
The only positive way to set a term inal date 
one month aw ay for a w ar which has been 
dragging on for the last eight years would be to 
abandon the w ar. 
That m ay be w hat P rem ier M endes-France is 
thinking about: Frenchm en are as tired of a 
w ar they cannot win at a price they are will­ 
ing to pay in Indochina as Am ericans finally 
becam e of a stalem ate in Korea. 
A glim m er of understanding can be cast on 
French politics in this instance by recalling 
that A m ericans paid close attention in 195? to 
Dwight D. Eisenhow er’s pledge that he would 
go to Korea personally if elected to the pres­ 
idency. The pledge was interpreted to m ean he 
would m ake the trip with a view’ to stopping 
the Korean war. 
P rem ier M endes-France, however, has given 
him self only a month to accom plish what was 
not accom plished in K orea until July 26. 1953 
—nearly nine months after election day. It is 
even less tim e than has been spent on the sam e 
project at G eneva, with no visible results to 
date.

WHAT HAS THAT to do with 
conform ity?

interest. Therefore there is an in­ 
evitable deep concern over the ex­ 
tent of the infiltration of subversion 
and espionage in this country.

P erhaps that is a neolithic term , 
but by it was m eant “ a g o o d 
j nam e.” “ a good reputation.” Re­ 
ceiving the m ark of “ A” does not 
even im ply that a person has a 
good character. It m ay m ean that 
he has a photographic m em ory. 
N aturally, one investigates h i s 
staff. I recall when it used to be 
custom ary to ask for a letter from 
a priest or pastor or rabbi. I know 
em ployers, particularly of secre­ 
tarial help, who w ant som ething 
: like that. My office is at home 
! and I would not employ anyone, 
even with a Phi Beta Kappa key. 
whom I would not care to intro­ 
duce to m y wife and children. 
An “ A’* would not prove that I 
could dd that. An em ployer who 
has a defense contract <^oes not 
w’ant to employ anyone who would 
get him or his firm into trouble. 
Quite ap art from patriotism , it is 
a nuisance to have to go through 
investigations and explanations. It 
is m ore practical to have a check 
m ade in advance. 
Dean Ackerm an objects to v ar­

checking on persons. I have been 
investigated by experts, probably 
since the day I was born. E very 
once in a while. I hear about som e­ 
thing like that. So far as I am 
concerned, it gives me no bother. 


NEARLY EVERY 
YEAR, 
the 
Internal Revenue 
Bureau 
g o e s 
over m y private affairs with a fine 
com b to discover w hat I receive 
and spend and pay to the govern­ 
m ent. That is as m uch a check on 
m e currently as some agency of 
governm ent asking m e w hether I 
knew E m m a Goldm an or L e o n 
Trotzky or Mao Tze-tung. 
As a m atter of fact, I som etim es 
envy those geniuses w’ho m anage 
to get paid in cash and do not 
have to w rite down every item of 
earning and expenditure. It is even 
becom ing difficult to sin with all 
the scrutiny that is going on. But 
there it is and we take it in our 
stride and if a fellow’s nose is 
fairly clean, he survives even a 
field check. 
Nobody who has no record to 
hide need w orry about his “ char­ 
ac te r.” As a m atter of fact, a lit­ 
tle investigating even helps to con­ 
found his enem ies.
